I*d had a record of the existence o thi file. I have an incomplete card file of file 
nunhoi's by nunber , not by nano or subject, so tlv-ro is no way I could have retrieved 
it. Jty pro3ura|ition is that I found a reference to it Ion,-; ago. Tills record has the 
initialif o,. Ilobert P. Goriberiing, who was tlio JKC assassination ca e agent in PL. 

Tlie last eraf of this serial also establishes the relationship of ‘Wgueilto and this 
now file with the assassination. Go does tho last sentence of Gerlal 5. (Dallas then 
closed this new file by as Serial 6 reflects, F3JIHQ, did not.) 

Dosed on two different PL USis PBIKQ twice characterised tho old lady as 
"potentially dangerous" or "communist" connected or "actively investigated" aa 
a member of none group or organisation "inimical to U.B." and at the sails time 
"Subversive, icitrarightist, racist and fascist," (l've eliminated tho p.ural" so 
that she could be marked in the form for "Kvidence of <issotioiml instability" and 
thus a tlireat tliat 3iad to be called to the Socket Service's attention, (ilia did 
not toll S3 that the FIX hid his rifle so she couldn't use it!) 

In tho Pain report ( 100-352496-71 5 at PBI3IQ) of 5/12/60 he gives tho Pallas 
main .tile number as 105-976. Its relevance to the. assar. 3 inat 5 .on is adclitionally 
Established by the note at the bottom of tho page "(re Oswald)". There is tho 
additional liandwritton note at the bottom designating a cooy for 105-82555, which 
is tho main Oswald file at PBUK}. 


You may recall yyat Dilips swo:.-o the page wo used in 0522 was and had to be 
classified, '"oto that at the bottom of page 2 supervisor Long^ cited tho d,oc laaal- 
liction letter of 1l/l8/c4, which seems to indicate tlsat tlio file was declassified 
for disclosure to tlio Commission, or by it, if used in tho deport, which tlie Phi 
did for many records then -and for that purpose. Another page. Pain’s 5/10/60, was 
declassified three tines witliout being reclassified at any time. First was 9/18/64 
"for use by President's Commission, " then 5/5/70 (both bofore Phillips 1 attestation) 
and tlien again 5/12/82. 


Tho relationship of PL 105-976 to leo Oswald and than relevance in 0522 is 
further shown by Pain's other reports, PL-5028, of 5/6, of which I’ve made copies 
oi ti to , his interviews with ^^ober . and Marguerite. In thin coiiiioc .ion, you may want 
to recall the TiElQ concern ever tho possibility of an imposter using Oswald IPs. 

Ho tlie llyan to Bassett none of 1/4/78, do you Inow wliat "serious questions 
relating to tho preparation of an investigative report in the Kennedy assassina- 
tion" is referred to?
